address of a contact person concerning consumer complaints and11

inquiries. ;12

(3) Communications providers as defined in subdivision13

(8)(b) of this section shall provide the commission with the name,14

address, telephone number, and email address of a person with15

managerial responsibility for Nebraska operations.16

(3) (4) The wireless carrier communications provider17

shall submit a registration fee with at the time of submission18

of the registration form. The commission shall set the fee by19

rule and regulation in an amount sufficient to cover the costs20

of administering the registration process but not to exceed fifty21

dollars. ;22

(4) (5) The wireless carrier communications provider23

shall keep the information required by this section current and24

shall notify the commission of any changes to such information25

within sixty days after the change. ;26

(5) (6) The commission may administratively fine pursuant27
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to section 75-156 any wireless carrier communications provider1

(6) (7) This section applies to all communications3

providers providing service in Nebraska except for those4

communications providers otherwise regulated under the Nebraska5

Telecommunications Regulation Act. For purposes of this section,6

wireless carrier means any person offering mobile radio service,7

radio paging service, or wireless telecommunications service for a8

fee in Nebraska intrastate commerce.9

(8) For purposes of this section, communications provider10

means any entity that:11

(a) Uses telephone numbers or Internet protocol12

addresses or their functional equivalents or successors to provide13

information of a user’s choosing by aid of wire, cable, wireless,14

satellite, or other like connection, whether part of a bundle15

of services or offered separately (i) which provides or enables16

real-time or interactive voice communications and (ii) in which the17

voice component is the primary function; or18

(b) Provides any service, whether part of a bundle19

of services or offered separately, used for transmission of20

information of a user’s choosing regardless of the transmission21

medium or technology employed, that connects to a network that22

permits the end user to engage in electronic communications,23

including, but not limited to, service provided directly (i) to24

the public or (ii) to such classes of users as to be effectively25

available directly to the public.26

86-140 (1) Access charges imposed by telecommunications2

companies for access to a local exchange network for interexchange3

service shall be negotiated by the telecommunications companies4

involved. Any affected telecommunications company may apply for5

review of such charges by the commission, or the commission may6

make a motion to review such charges. Upon such application or7

motion and unless otherwise agreed to by all parties thereto, the8

commission shall, upon proper notice, hold and complete a hearing9

thereon within sixty ninety days of the filing. The commission10

may, within sixty days after the close of the hearing, enter11

an order setting access charges which are fair and reasonable.12

The commission shall set an access charge structure for each13

local exchange carrier but may order discounts where there is not14

The amount appropriated for the specialized telecommunications6

equipment program from the fund shall not exceed the revenue7

generated by one cent of the surcharge per month.8

(3) In an emergency the commission may adjust the amount9

of the surcharge to become effective before such date but only10

after a public hearing for such purpose.11
